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Roselle Beat 
Tax Threat Could 
Help Park Board 


by JIM TINDALL 


Typical Roselle residents seem to develop an 
interest in community affairs only when some organiza­ 
tion threatens to increase their personal taxes. 
For most groups this attitude spells disaster. For 
the Roselle Park District it may be a left-handed 
blessing. The district has labored long 
and hard in complete anonymity. Its 
meeting hall is always empty. 
The Register recently carried the 
announcement that this organization is 
planning to purchase $100,000 of prop­ 
erty within the year, and that it will 
probably take a referendum to the 
voters in 1968 to raise money to de­ 
velop it. 
Perhaps this threat to the current 
tax bill will spur someone—anyone—to attend tonight’s 
(Wednesday) regular meeting of the board. It convenes 
at the Scout Lodge behind Parkside School at 8 p.m. 
Several months ago one high ex-village official 
remarked, “What Park District? I’ve never even 
seen them.” 
I only offered this reply, “You didn’t look very 
hard.” 
The members of the park board may be their own 
severest critics. They anguished over their inability to 
prove to the people, in some concrete way, that they 
were actually doing something. 
Last summer they finally erected several thousand 
dollars worth of playground equipment around the 
village. It was immediately accepted by the neighbor­ 
hood children and incorporated into their regular play 
routine. This did wonders to boost the morale of the 
board members. 
Village residents seem to forget that the men 
they elected to serve on the Park District were 
nothing more than interested citizens. 
The men 
themselves admit this. 
They had to learn about the business of running a 
park district from the bottom up. This they did. 
Their major conclusion from reading, letter writing 
and interviews was that a village park system must be 
planned—planned carefully. Hasty decisions today will 
only lead to regret tomorrow. 
As a result, the Park District commissioned the 
University of Illinois to prepare a comprehensive study 
for the development of a village park system. This too 
was done. 
Step Number One in building a sound park 
structure, according to the university study, is to 
purchase land in areas of the village that will see 
considerable future growth. 
The Park District investigated many possible sites, 
all of which were in line with the University of Illinois 
recommendations. 
After careful consideration, 
they 
selected two. 
Pres. Don Kemmerling and others negotiated with 
the land owners and arrived at a fair price for both 
parcels. 
As of today, the Park District all but owns the land. 
Currently, members of the park district are discuss­ 
ing the development of the land with several landscape 
architects. 
The Roselle Park District’s carefully planned 
and reasoned progress in park development de­ 
serves the attention and the applause of the com­ 
munity. 
These men can never be called on the carpet for 
being reckless with the taxpayer’s precious dollar. If 
any criticism is due the park district it must be on the 
grounds that they have been too conservative. But in 
terms of the community’s attitude toward tax increases, 
this approach should elevate these public officials to the 
status of hero. 
The park district is not off the ground. The hardest 
months are over. 
Now is the time for the community to muster some 
of the support for community recreation that existed 
when the Roselle Park District was voted into existence. 
So you want a swimming pool? You think we need 
a hockey rink? How about some riding trails? 
Get with it. Get out of your easy chair. 
Support the park district! Work with it to build the 
kind of community recreational facilities that are 
wanted and needed. 


Off the Register Record... by HEC

“During the past seven years our office has worked to 
provide for DuPage County the finest financial reporting and 
fiscal direction in Illinois,” says L. D. LaFleur, 
county auditor, and he continues, “We have 
done it.” 
With this observation the county auditor 
launched his bid for a third term at a press 
conference and luncheon Friday at the Holiday 
Inn on Roosevelt Road. 
This is a pretty high note to start off a 
primary political campaign and such encomi­ 
ums would ordinarily be treated with circum- 
HEC 
spection, particularly in an election year. 
But the fact is that LaFleur has received a prize award for 
Few candidates understate themselves, 
professional excellence in the field of auditing from the inter­ 
national Municipal Finance Officer’s Assn. This is the first time 
an Illinois county has been so recognized and makes DuPage 
No. I in the state. Since 1945 when this award was first made, 
only 22 counties in the United States have been so distinguished. 
A CREW OF FIVE certified public accountants reviewed 
some 1,390 annual financial reports, and made the award on the 
basis of 47 special technical considerations set up as a standard 
of excellence to be sought. 


This award, the 251st issued, is said to be “the highest honor 
paid to government finance officials.” 
The future of DuPage County depends a great deal on good 
fiscal management. Good fiscal practice requires the application 
of proven principles and procedures in accounting and budgeting. 
Acting as “the watch dog” of public funds, LaFleur points 
out, is only half the story. Knowing where every penny comes 
from and how it is spent doesn’t necessarily give a true picture 
of how the tax dollar is being handled. 


AT THE BEGINNING of the decade when he took office, 
LaFleur says he became aware that a new era of government 
expansion was at hand. There were new sources of revenue 
bringing in funds at a fast pace and'the county was becoming 
involved in some intricate fiscal operations. 
The need for 
enlarged services was at hand and costs were snowballing. 
He saw that the whole structure of the varied accounting 
and fiscal operation at the county level had to be integrated to 
keep it in hand. In 1960 LaFleur had to begin from scratch, 
you might say. 
The county board, if it was to do its job, 
couldn't move forward blindfolded. Meaningful statistical infor­ 
mation was what it had to have to make correct decisions on 
spending. 


“We have to have statistics on income and spending to 
budget properly,” says Paul Ronske, county board chairman. 
“DuPage County government is big business and we have to 
operate it like big business. 
“The county auditor,” Ronske continues, “furnishes the 
board with records so it can live within its income. He sits in at 
committee meetings to get the feel of things financial. 
“LaFLEUR OFFERS suggestions that are very helpful to 
me personally as chairman,” he goes on. 
“I can call for 
statistics and get them the same day. He has an excellent 
staff.” 
But the county auditor has gone farther to make compara­ 
tive studies of spending and outgo year by year, compared 
functions with other functions, and ascertained where the county 
was strong in spending and where it was weak. He set this 
information up in statistical fact and gave the county board eyes. 
Gerald Weeks, chairman of the most important committee, 
finance, gives this appraisal. 
“I must say he’s been most 
helpful to us. 
He’s kept us abreast of modern trends in 
budgeting.” 


Even though the DuPage County auditor office is looked 
upon as a model for the other 101 counties in the state, the 
dapper incumbent says his job is not yet finished. There is still 
more work to be done. 
The press luncheon drew some 20 county newsmen and 
newswomen. Reporters relish these press conferences during a 
campaign year. They have a chance to exchange notes on the 


politicians and candidate personalities. They “get ideas’’ and 
come back to their typewriters with a new dedication to save 
DuPage County from the politicians or the candidates from 
themselves. 
LaFleur is past president of Illinois County Auditor’s and 
Finance Officer’s Assn. He was 1967 chairman of the Illinois 
County Audit Advisory Board.

U. S. Sen. Strom Thurmond, on the other hand, will grace the 
Lincoln dinner on Washington’s birthday, as guest of the DuPage 
County Republican Central Committee. 
The former South Carolina Democrat, now a South Carolina 
Republican, is expecged to provide an ultra-conservative atmos­ 
phere at $25-per-plate.

A non-segregationist, meanwhile, has sent word of his ultra­ 
modern Lincoln Day speech in West Virginia. 
Echoing what he calls the “now” sound, U. S. Cong. John 
Erlenborn quotes the late John Kennedy—“Ask not what, etc.”— 
and praises Abe Lincoln for freeing the slaves “within a decade 
after the Republican party was formed . . . ” 
Then he charges that, “The Negro, even now, lives under 
some subtle forms of slavery,” and tells fellow Republicans, 
“We must not permit these small residues of slavery to blind 
us to the great progress which has been made since 
Abraham Lincoln’s day.” 
Finally, Erlenborn says, “Nowhere else on this planet have 
people of two races lived side by side as amicably as the whites 
and the Negroes here in the United States.” 
But. . . 
“If I am sure of one thing in this world, it is that Abraham 
Lincoln did not sign the Emancipation Proclamation to enable 
some self-appointed, ego-inflated militant to shout, ‘Black 
Power!’ and to lead a bunch of malcontents on a march. 
“We didn’t fight the Civil War and free the slaves in order to 
make way for the cry of ‘Burn, baby, burn!”’ 


“GET LOST, baby, get lost,” is the war cry of Democrat 
Robert Skopac of Joliet. 
He was the first to announce he will oppose Erlenborn for the 
job of Congressman from the 14th District, DuPage County, and 
the Will County townships of Joliet, Lockport and DuPage.

A recent decision by the 
Palatine Park B o a r d has 
caused me to wonder if our 
new “public” golf course has 
not developed into a private 
club. The decision I refer to 
is the limiting of season pass­ 
es to one hundred, with IO per 
cent of this total sold to in­ 
dividuals outside the park dis­ 
trict. I certainly don’t remem­ 
ber this being publicized when 
the referendum that made this 
course possible went before 
the public. I was a supporter 
of an expanded park and rec­ 
reation program, 
and 
will 
continue to be as long as I 
feel that the tax paying com­ 
munity is getting a fair deal. 
Can we next anticipate that 
season passes for the swim­ 
ming pools will be limited, or 
that maybe our library board 
and school board will follow, 
with library use and school 
enrollment 
limited? 
T h a t 
sounds ridiculous, but to me 
the basic issue is the same. 
A publicly supported institu­ 
tion giving special privileges 
to a few who were, rightly so, 
foresightful 
enough 
to 
be 
thinking of golf in the middle 
of winter. 
I do not begrudge the 90 
park district residents who 


have received this privilege, 
but I do resent the sale of 
IO passes to people outside the 
district, even if they did have 
to pay a premium. I feel that 
if passes were going to be 
sold they should have been 
sold to all park district resi­ 
dents who desired to have 
them. Does the Mount Pros­ 
pect Park Board limit their 
passes? No. I came to this 
area from Quincy, 111., a city 
of 40,000 people, with one well- 
run public golf course, and no 
limit on passes. 


I HAVE TALKED with a 
member of the park board to 
determine the reasoning for 
their decision. As I under­ 
stand it there are two basic 
reasons: I) the issuance of 
passes in larger numbers is 
economically unfeasible, and 
2) more passes would congest 
.play on weekends. The former 
is certainly admirable, but 
why was this not considered 
before setting the price of 
passes, and how does the mag­ 
ic number IOO fit into this 
consideration? Point number 
two is certainly a real concern, 
but it has been my experience 
that this is a problem that 
every public course has and 
will have. How about having 


a higher daily fee for out of 
district golfers? This might 
help both difficulties. 
I was also told that this is 
a closed issue. I would hope 
that puublic doors can always 
be re-opened. If other golfers 
in Palatine have some of the 


same feelings as I, I would 
hope that they would let their 
voice be heard.

The Way We See It 


Open Land: Our 


‘Quiet Crisis’ 


Illinois is so appallingly far 
behind 
in 
meeting 
recreational 
needs that it faces a crisis which 
may be as grave a long-range 
problem as air and water pollu­ 
tion. 


This was the disturbing conclu­ 
sion of a recent two-part report 
on Illinois’ “quiet crisis’’ by Out­ 
door Editor Ken Knox. A review 
of current conditions confirms his 
assessment 
of 
the 
“wretched” 
status of outdoor recreation in 
Illinois : 


-Forty-six 
states 
operate 
state park systems, and Illi­ 
nois ranks 46th in the amount 
of land set aside per popula­ 
tion. With 5.6 per cent of the 
nation’s 
population, 
Illinois 
now has only 0.5 per cent of 
the recreation area—and this 
is all-inclusive, encompassing 
present federal forests, state 
land, county preserves, 
and 
municipal parks. 


—The state outright controls 
only 156,000 acres of 5.18 acres 
for 
1.000 
persons; 
even 
farm- 
dominated Iowa, with 15.20 recre­ 
ational acres for every 1,000 resi­ 
dents, surpasses Illinois. 


—Illinois has already let 94 per 
cent of its land and 85 per cent 
of its water settle untouchable 
into private hands, and it doesn’t 
have options on much of the rest— 
roughly one-sixth of the state’s 
total 36.1 million acres. 


By its performance, Illinois 
has shown less foresight and 
less imagination than any other 
state in the setting aside for 
its people of public land, green 
acres, 
hunting 
and 
fishing 
spots, 
hiking 
trails, 
picnic 
grounds, nature coves, untram­ 
meled forests, and roadside 
rest stops. 


“There is no measurement of 
what that means.” wrote Knox, 
“except that it is a tragedy that 
will weigh more heavily as the 
population multiplies and scratch­ 
es around for a place to relax 
and draw a fresh breath.” 


The full impact of his warning 
is reflected in current estimates 
of a 20 per cent population growth 
for a total of 13 million by 1980. 


Not only has far too little 
land been acquired, but tradi­ 
tionally it’s been acquired in 
the wrong places. 
It is in 
northern and northeastern Illi­ 
nois where the need is desper­ 
ate and where the least invest­ 
ment has been made. 


The six-county Chicago metro­ 
politan region accounts for 62 per 
cent of the state's population- 
even more by 1980—and less than 
IO per cent of the state park land. 
This represents 2.2 acres per 1.000 
persons, and only the Cook County 
Forest Preserve District has saved 
much for them. 


A recent federal survey showed 
that 60 per cent of a person’s rec­ 
reational time is spent within 40 
miles of his home, 30 per cent 
within 40 to 125 miles. Yet much 
of Illinois’ public land is concen­ 
trated downstate; 
nine southern 
most counties, 375 miles from 


Chicago, alone account for 37 per 
cent of the state’s total recrea­ 
tional land. No matter how good 
our roads may someday be—and 
even that is debatable—this is still 
a long weekend drive. 


It is not yet too late, how­ 
ever, for Illinois to atone for 
too many years of 
neglect, 
mismanagement, and pure ig­ 
norance in preserving some of 
its land for the pleasure of its 
people. 


The state will place on the 
November ballot a $1 billion re­ 
source development bond issue. 
Commonly called the anti-pollution 
referendum, it would provide $200 
million for land acquisition and 
development for recreational use. 


If approved by voters, it will 
enable the state to realize its long- 
range goal of 150,000 new acres 
of public land by 1970 and an 
additional 550,000 acres by 1980- 
more than all public ownership 
now in Illinois. 


Money alone will not resolve 
the chronic and severe recrea­ 
tional blight in Illinois, how­ 
ever. And there are some dis­ 
tressing tinges to the referen­ 
dum proposal, among them not 
a clear enough declaration as 
to how the bonds would be 
repaid and not enough specif­ 
ics as to what would be done 
with the money. 


Taxpayers are in no mood to 
invest $200 million in vague prom­ 
ises, ill-defined proposals or un­ 
certainties. 
They want concrete 
answers to questions of how and 
where the funds wall be spent, 
particularly 
in 
relation 
to the 
needs of northern Illinois. 


There must be specific defini­ 
tion of long-term financing and 
assurances that the monies will 
be stretched for maximum benefit. 


Such clarification will be man­ 
datory before November if the 
state is serious about wanting the 
referendum approved. 


The solution can’t end with an 
emergency transfusion of $200 mil­ 
lion; it must be accompanied by 
planning efforts that are open­ 
minded, 
active and continuous, 
and coordinated with federal and 
local programs. 


Though late in coming and still 
incomplete in its conception, the 
state’s idea is right and could set 
in motion the kind of vast new 
attack necessary to yank the state 
through the years of neglect. 


The need is urgent; the alter­ 
native too grim to consider. 
The resource development ref­ 
erendum may be the only hope 
for the state with the worst 
record of all in staking out 
recreational land. 


This makes all the more imper­ 
ative the necessity for Governor 
Kerner and other state and elected 
officials to give this program their 
highest priority and to make every 
effort in selling it to the November 
electorate. 


If successful, it will begin to 
fulfill the spirit of the Sesquicen­ 
tennial theme—“Take Pride in the 
Promise of Illinois.”

Tiger in the Ring

“I want to be a tiger,” says State 
Sen. William C. Harris in his campaign 
for Republican nomination 
as 
state 
auditor. 
The incumbent Democrat who holds 
that office, Harris said on a visit here 
recently, is a “compe­ 
tent” auditor but not 
an 
outstanding 
one, 
“and this job needs a 
tiger.” 
He thinks in­ 
cumbent 
Auditor 
of 
Public 
Accounts 
Mi­ 
chael Howlett is too 
busy making political 
friends to put much 
growl into the office. 
His point is while there’s nothing 
wrong with the way the office is being 
run a lot more could be made of the 
job if more imagination were invested 
in it. Harris, who’s one of three candi­ 
dates for auditor in the GOP primary, 
noted the job has a lot of “perfunctory” 
aspects to it. 
I asked whether any 
of the candidates might actually find 
the office of auditor “dreadfully dull” 
and he chuckled. 
TWO YEARS AGO Adlai Stevenson 
III, seeking the job of state treasurer 
which is about as exciting as being 
auditor, was elected even though his 
candor about the dullness of the office 
startled a few people. 
How would Harris lionize the audi­ 
tor’s job? Well, for one thing, he sug­ 
gested use of computers to make more 
effective personnel evaluations for state 
agencies “if you have a governor who’s 
willing to co-operate.” And other offi­ 
cials who control their own staffs, like 
secretary of state? Of course, Harris 
replied. The state has computer equip­ 
ment which could be used around the 
clock in the interests 
of improved 
efficiency. 
A 14-year legislative veteran who 
lives in Pontiac, Harris thinks his down­ 
state lineage puts him in a favorable 
spot for capturing the GOP nomination. 
While the political need to “balance” 
a ticket between Cook County and down­ 
state is not a flat rule, Harris thinks 
the party’s responsible leaders would 
not want all GOP candidates from Cook 
County. 
The way things now stack 
up, 
Cook County candidates 
appear 
almost certain for three spots. 
EVEN WITH THE Democrats at 
a disadvantage this year, would the 
Republicans want to antagonize that 
half the state’s population living outside 
County Cook? 
Harris was asked about rumors that 
an opponent has Cook sewn up, the 
opponent being State Sen. Terrel E. 
Clarke. The Pontiacer said he’d heard 
the rumor but didn’t believe Cook’s 
township committeemen were in any­ 
one’s pocket at this point. 
Was he? 
No. 
All the candidates 
for governor look good to him, and 
he’s not tied to any. 
Harris made some interesting com­ 
ments on the problems of campaigning 
for state office. 
For example, all those downstate 
counties, even if they don’t have many 
people, have to be given attention. 
The simple logistics of getting from 
one place to another means statewide 
candidates have to give more time, 
per voter, to downstate counties. 


Besides being packed together and 
easier to reach, the Cook County voter 
presents a different kind of challenge 
to candidates. For the township com­ 
mitteeman in Cook wields an immense 
amount of influence over his party or­ 
ganization. 
He appoints the precinct committee­ 
men and may remove them at will. 
When he commits himself to a candi­ 
date, that candidate may rest assured 
the township organization will work 
solidly behind him. He does not have 
to put in as much personal effort 
because he has the organization. 
Downstate, 
however, 
the 
person 
comparable to the committeeman is 


the county chairman. 
And the chair­ 
man does not appoint his committee­ 
men. 
When a county chairman gives 
a candidate his support it could mean 
the whole county will go for the candi­ 
date, or it could mean only the county 
chairman’s own precinct. 


Harris 
says his 
legislative 
back­ 
ground will be an asset. He is chairman 
of the appropriations division of the 
Senate committee on public finance, 
and he is a member of the Illinois 
Budgetary Commission. While his view 
of state finance is from the legislative 
end rather than the executive, he thinks 
familiarity with state finances is im­ 
portant in an auditor candidate. 


These needs are not those of the 
Wheeling-Buffalo 
Grove 
area 
alone, 
however. 
Throughout 
the 
northwest 
suburbs there are families whose prob­ 
lems aren’t being aided because their 
needs fall 
“somewhere between 
the 
cracks.” 
It is time that the northwest suburbs 
moved to create an area Welfare Coun­ 
cil to do for this growing area what 
the Metropolitan Welfare Council of 
Greater Chicago does on a broader 
scale. 
Such an umbrella agency could serve 
as a guide for co-ordinating programs 
of the Northwest Mental Health Clinic, 
Clearbrook Center for the Retarded, 
the Elk Grove community service agen­ 
cy and the new Wheeling counseling 
program. 
It could, by objective studies, pin­ 
point the areas of greatest need for 
development and expansion of social 
services. 
It could establish priorities 
and provide sound advice to community 
leaders who serve on health and welfare 
agency boards. 
Fund-raising 
could 
be 
strength­ 
ened in all the local agencies with 
the backing such a broad-scope umbrella 
agency could give. 
It could serve as 
a guide to local United Fund leaders 
in deciding how to judge the many 
agencies’ diverse opinions of how to 
“split up the pie.” 
It could bolster 
township officials and township electors 
in making the best use of their yearly 
largess of excess funds. 
If donations are not sufficient, the 
Welfare Council could provide a solid 
backing when social service boards seek 
additional state or federal funds. Local 
taxes could be more properly diverted 
to social and welfare programs if a 
welfare council made a professionally- 
sound case for their use. 
Currently the northwest suburbs have 
a professional group that bears the 
name of a welfare council but it doesn’t 
operate in the planning sense we need. 
Its current function is to enable profes­ 
sionals from schools, police departments 
and public and private welfare agencies 
to informally discuss each other’s needs. 
Whether this group is in a position 
to push for borader-based welfare plan­ 
ning council is something they must 
decide. If they do, they would be wise 
to include community lay leaders from 
the start. 
IN ANY CASE, it is apparent that 
the growth in the northwest suburbs 
has reached the point where informal 
approaches to serving the public needs 
for welfare services are not enough. 
It has brought both charges of over­ 
lapping services and areas of glaring 
gaps. 
Northwest suburban leaders should 
not hesitate in developing with dispatch 
a well-advised, strongly-structured coun­ 
cil that can help all our public and 
private agencies better plan to meet 
community needs. 
Behind the Headlines 
‘Rights’ for Consumers

Illinois buyers can be a little less 
wary with the Jan. I relaxation of 
the statutes “let the buyer beware” 
attitude. 
Termed a “Bill of Rights for Illinois 
Consumers” by State Sen. Arthur R. 
Gottschalk 
(R-Flossmoor) 
who spon­ 
sored consumer help legislation, a new 
consumer protection law package offers 
new strength to the average buyer. 
Woven into these laws are such 
things as interest rate limits, downpay­ 
ment safeguards, advertising prohibi­ 
tions, penalties against illegal car deal­ 
ers, car buyer protections, full install­ 
ment cost* disclosure clauses, prohibi­ 
tions against undue harassment in debt 
collection, means to cancel door-to-door 
sales and licensing requirements for 
finance agencies dealing in time pay­ 
ments or installment loan contracts. 
THE NEW LAWS step in to protect 
the person who signs for unwanted 
merchandise from a door-to-door sales­ 
man who came unsolicited. 
In the case where the merchandise 
has a cash sale price of $50 or more, 
the buyer may now cancel the sale 
or contract by notifying the seller within 
three business days of the purchase 
date and by returning the unwanted 
merchandise in the same condition in 
which it was received. 
Gottschalk warns it is wise for the 
housewife or buyer to be certain that 
the correct date is on the contract. 
The sales contract itself, whether 
it be offered by a door-to-door salesman 
or any other salesman, is also subject 
to the laws’ prohibitions. 
Now all sales contracts must warn 
buyers not to sign the contract before 
reading it in its entirety and filling 
in all the blanks. The contracts must 
also disclose in full all special charges 
for such things as insurance, official 
fees, time-price diffeerntial and a sched­ 
ule of any installment payments. 
IN THE AREA of credit buying, 
the new laws set a maximum ceiling 
for service or carrying charges in in­ 
stallment sales. 
These maximum allowable add-on 
charges for goods and services are 
$16 per $100 per year on principal 
balances of $500 or less; $14 per $100 


per year on balances between $500 and 
$800; and $12 per $100 per year on 
balances over $800. 
A different set of rate ceilings for 
motor vehicle installment purchases is 
also spelled out in the package. The 
new car ceiling rates are $8 for every 
$100 per year on new cars; $11 per 
$100 per year for cars up to two years 
old; and $14 per $100 for two- to four- 
year-old cars and $16 per $100 for cars 
over four years old. 
In all purchases involving down pay­ 
ments, the new laws stipulate that a 
seller must return the entire down pay­ 
ment or deposit if he refuses to com­ 
plete a sale because the buyer has 
a poor or risky credit rating. 
Persons who get behind in bill pay­ 
ments, too, are given some protection 
by the laws. Where wages have been 
attached to meet unpaid obligations, 
the employe must be guaranteed at 
least $65 a week if he is head of 
a household and $50 a week if he 
is not a household head. 
THE LAWS CUT out harassment of 
the spouse of the buyer unless the 
spouse has co-signed the sales contract, 
no payment has been made for 30 
days or the goods or services were 
necessities. 
Before a creditor can go to your 
boss, your financial obligation must be 
in default by at least 30 days. 
The 
creditor must also notify you of his 
intention to contact your employer at 
least five days before contacting him. 
When a person borrows money rather 
than makes an outright purchase, the 
new laws state the person contracting 
for an installment loan must receive 
either at the time of the loan agreement 
or within 15 days afterward, a written 
statement disclosing: 
the amount to 
be repaid, the full amount of any other 
charges listed separately, the rate of 
interest computed on the basic amount 
of the loan principal, the principal 
amount of the loan, the payment sched­ 
ule, any deductions from the loan, the 
proceeds of the loan after all deductions, 
the right to repay the loan earlier 
than scheduled and receive a refund 
credit of interest and the number of 
months the loan is to be outstanding. 
Outlawed by the new consumer pack­ 
age laws is the old, misleading “$2 


down and $1 a week” style advertising 
that doesn’t state the total cash price. 
The advertisement must show the full 
cash price. 
Car buyers are afforded added pro­ 
tection by a new automatic warranty 
which must accompany the sale of 
a motor vehicle in Illinois, unless the 
buyer specifically agrees to make an 
exception to the warranty. 
UNDER THIS warranty, the car 
dealer or seller is held liable for a 
percentage of any repair cost involving 
“power train components” for a period 
of 30 days after delivery. (The percent­ 
age is based on the age of the car.) 
Power train components, according 
to the new law, include engine block, 
head, all internal engine parts, oil pan 
and gaskets, water pump, intake mani­ 
fold, transmission, including all internal 
transmission parts, torque converter, 
drive shaft, universal joints, rear axle 
and all rear axle internal parts and 
rear wheel bearings. 
Persons who have been baffled by 
the many types of charge account bill­ 
ings will be enlightened by this month’s 
bills which must show both the monthly 
payments due and the total amount 
remaining to be paid. 
Also protecting the credit purchaser, 
two new statutes limit the amount of 
interest that can be charged on credit 
card purchases and require that buyers 
must be given detailed statements of 
all costs involved. 


THE FIRST statute allows the con­ 
sumer to be charged no more than 
1.5 per cent per month of the average 
daily unpaid balance during each billing 
cycle. 
Under the new laws a person is 
not liable for credit card purchases 
when he did not apply for the card 
and when neither he nor any member 
of his family benefits from any pur­ 
chases made with the card. 
Liability only begins when the re­ 
ceiver of the card signs it or uses 
it to make a purchase. 
“It should be understood,” Gotts­ 
chalk points out, “that the Credit Re­ 
form Laws were vigorously supported 
and endorsed by the vast majority of 
Illinois businessmen who oppose victimi­ 
zation of unwary shoppers.”

“Our significant difference in 
job responsibility between the 
men and women cab drivers is 
that the women do not work 
nights,”

pany in Arlington Heights. 


THEY EMPLOY three lady 
drivers, Pat Moore, Florence 
Moilan and Jan Waters. Also, 
women don’t take tavern calls. 
Mickie Young, of A-l Cab in 
Palatine, is the only woman 
who occasionally does work 
nights. 
“Probably about 98 per cent 
of the people out here are de­ 
cent,” said Mickie, who at one 
time was a detective, “but I 
worry a little, especially when 
I ask some character, ‘Where 
to?’ and he says, ‘Reinberg 


Woods.’ ” 
Mickie believes this is not a 
job for a woman under 30.

passengers, 
especially 
wolves.” 


SEVERAL of the local cab 
companies have employed day- 
shift women drivers from time 
to time, and Bob Birks of Elk 
Grove Village Cab, who recent­ 
ly bought the business, said, “I 
would have no objection to hir­ 
ing 
women—probably 
(they) 
would be more careful driv­ 
ers.” 
Mrs. Raymond Hazel, wife of 
t h e owner of Ace Airport 
Livery in Bensenville, has had 
several women apply for jobs 
and considers women more de­ 
pendable drivers, but has not 
engaged any because of the un­ 
usual amount of baggage that 
their

every day.

‘Morning After’ Pill a Risk 


The so-called “morning aft­ 
er” contraceptive pill — new­ 
est entry in a lengthening list 
of oral birth control prepara­ 
tions — is causing as much 
furor as the first contraceptive 
pill did a few years ago. ac­ 
cording to the 
Illinois 
State 
Medical Society. 
Unlike other oral contracep­ 
tive preparations, the experi­ 
mental “morning after'’ pill is 
taken after, rather than before, 
intercourse. That's because the 
“morning after” pill works dif­ 


ferently from the other types. 
“Regular” contraceptive pills 
contain substances resembling 
a natural hormone called pro­ 
gesterone. Progesterone — dis­ 
charged by the ovary after it 
has released the egg — helps 
to prepare the uterus as a 
“nest” for the egg in anticipa­ 
tion of its fertilization and 
growth. 
WHEN progesterone pills are 
given before the ovary releases 
the egg, the woman’s repro­ 
ductive system undergoes a 


kind of physiologic suspension 
— and no egg is released. 
As long as the pills are taken 
to prevent release of an egg, 
no pregnancy can develop. 
The 
“morning 
after" 
pill 
utilizes large doses of the basic 
female 
hormone, 
estrogen, 
w7hich — when given as long 
as four days after intercourse 
— causes a kind of premature 
“flushing out” of the egg, fer­ 
tilized or not, before it becomes 
firmly implanted in the uterus. 
Thus, while the regular con-

traceptive pills (progesterone 
type) are truly “contraceptive” 
in nature, the “morning after” 
(estrogen type) pill may have 
an abortive effect because it is 
capable of ejecting a fertilized 
egg. 
WHILE THE “morning aft­ 
er” contraceptive is new, there 
is nothing new about its major 
chemical substance, estrogen. 
For years, doctors have pre­ 
scribed it for a variety of 
conditions, 
including 
meno­ 
pause, and as an aid in the 
diagnosis of pregnancy. 
However, the use of estrogen 
as a “morning after” contra­ 
ceptive is still in the experi­ 
mental stage. The Federal Food 
and Drug Administration has 
not as yet approved the estro­ 


gen pill for this use, the Med­ 
ical Society emphasizes. 
There is good reason for ex­ 
ercising this caution. Estrogens 
are potent substances and for 
contraceptive purposes require 
the use of massive doses, many 
times greater than those used 
in ordinary treatment, requir­ 
ing usage only under complete 
medical supervision, to avoid 
possible serious consequence. 
SO — DON’T ASK your phy­ 
sician to prescribe a “morning 
after” 
medication. 
Presently 
millions of women take regular 
oral contraceptives under 
a 
physician’s care with FDA ap­ 
proval — with comparative 
safety. Why take chances on 
medications which could seri­ 
ously endanger your health?

Showmanship Sparks Her Sukiyaki Dinner 


ALL THE INGREDIENTS for Sukiyaki, an 
authentic Japanese dish, have been attrac­ 
tively arranged on an antique Japanese chop 
plate by Mrs. Earl A. Ehrenberg of Arlington 


Heights. 
She and her son, David, demon-, 
strate the typical Japanese fashion in which 
the dinner is cooked right at the table and 
served immediately to the guests. 


SUKIYAKI 


I pound prime sirloin, cut bacon-thin 
I tablespoon salad oil 
34 cup Japanese soy sauce (Shoyu or Kikko Man brands) 
Va cup sugar 
I cup celery, cut diagonally in thin strips 
I can Shirotaki noodles (optional) 
3 green onions and tops, sliced diagonally 
I small can bamboo shoots 
1 can Shirotaki noddles (optional) 
2 packages dried mushrooms or I can sliced mushrooms 
Vz pound fresh spinach leaves, washed and drained well 
bi cup Sake (Japanese rice wine) 
2 teaspoons Accent 
2 cups regular riced cooked, to make 8 cups cooked rice 
Have your rice cooked and keep it warm in the top of a 
double boiler while you prepare the Sukiyaki. 


Have the meat and vegetables arranged on a platter or 
chop plate in the order listed. To do the cooking, use an 
electric skillet or the bottom pan of the chafing dish over 
direct heat. The cooking should be done at the table or on a 
tea cart near the table. 


Put the oil in chafing dish or skillet. Add half the meat 
and stir fry it. Brown it quickly and push meat to one side. 


Add half of the soy sauce and sugar and stir together. 
Then add half of the vegetables, one at a time, in the order 
listed. (The vegetables that take longest to cook are added 
first.) 


Cook each for a few minutes before adding the next 
vegetable. 
As you add the vegetables, stir in the meat, 
stirring everything together all the time. The total cooking 
time takes about 20 minutes. 
At the end of the cooking 
period, stir in half of the Sake and Accent. (The vegetables 
should remain a little crisp.) 


Serve some to each guest, spooning the Sukiyaki over hot 
rice. 
Then repeat the same cooking precess with the re­ 
maining meat and vegetables. Serve each guest second help­ 
ings, and then the hostess may serve herself. Serves 6. 


ORANGE JELLO MOLD 


2 packages orange Jello 
2 cups hot water 
I pint orange sherbet 
I can mandarin oranges 
I cup whipping cream, whipped 
Dissolve Jello in hot water. Let cool. 
Add juice from 
oranges and sherbet. 
Cool until just thickened. 
Fold in 
whipped cream and oranges. 
Turn into a l^-quart size ring mold. Chill until firm. 
Mix together the following ingredients: 
I small can crushed pineapple, drained 
I cup coconut 
I cup miniature marshmallows 
I cup sour cream 
Mix together four hours before serving. Chill. Unmold 
gelatine and mound this mixture in the center of mold. 
Serves 8 or more. 


Adjust Thick 


Steak, Chops 


To Broiler 


The thicker the steaks or 
chops, the further they must 
be from the heat of the broiler 
or grill. 


In the case of one inch-thick 
steaks or chops, have the top 
surface of the meat two or 
three inches from the heat. 


WHEN THE steaks or chops 
are two or more inches in 
thickness, 
their 
top 
surface 
should be from three to five 
inches from the heat. That’s 
because the thicker meats will 
have a longer broiling time, 
and thus will have a chance to 
brown appetizingly rather than 
char. 


But thick or thin, meat broil­ 
ing should be done at moderate 
temperature. 


How Much Is 


A Serving? 


An average serving of cook­ 
ed meat is 3% ounces but for 
most people this looks rather 
small. 
A more realistic guide sug­ 
gests allowing bi to 3A pound 
fresh, uncooked meat per serv­ 
ing if the meat has bone in it. 
For boneless meat, fresh, un­ 
cooked, allow 1/3 to bi pound. 
Keep these figures in mind 
when you select meat at the 
retailers.

Showmanship is part of the fun of serving Sukiyaki. Cooks 
who have a flair for flavor and enjoy doing something different 
will especially like this distinctive and delicious Japanese 
recipe. 
It was acquired by Mrs. Earl A. Ehrenberg from a Japanese 
girl who worked for them when the Ehrenbergs lived in the 
small village of Ashiya on Ky- 
--------------------------------------------- 
immediately,” she added. “The 
cooking period is short so that 
the vegetables remain crisp.” 
“In reality, 
Sukiyaki is a 
Japanese stew,” Judy explain­ 
ed. “You can add any vegeta­ 
ble you want and improvise as 
you go along.” 
This “stew” calls for prime 
sirloin. However, it is not an 
expensive dish as a little meat 
goes a long way. One pound 
cut bacon-thin and cooked with 
t h e various vegetables w i l l 
easily serve six. 
JUDY ARRANGES the meat 
and vegetables in a fan shape 
on 
a 
200-year-old 
Japanese 
chop plate. 
“This plate isn’t really con­ 
sidered an a n t i q u e by the 
Japanese, as their civilization 
dates back so many centuries,” 
Judy commented. 
She surrounds the steak with 
celery, green pepper, onion, 
b a m b o o 
shoots, 
shirotaki, 
mushrooms and fresh spinach. 
The cook makes only half a 
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ushu, the southernmost island 
of Japan. 
“My husband was stationed 
there with the Air Force for 
three years and we loved it,” 
s a i d Judy Ehrenb e r g . S h e 
brought back several of their 
favorite Japanese recipes along 
with curios and mementoes. 
“Sukiyaki is very easy 
to 
make,” Judy explained, “but it 
is not for the hostess who pre­ 
fers dinners that are popped 
into the oven and forgotten un­ 
til serving time.” 
“The Japanese cook this at 
the table,” she said. 
SHE PREFERS using a chaf­ 
ing dish on a tea cart along­ 
side the dining 
room 
table. 
Guests can watch the cooking 
process, and the hostess can 
e n j o y the dinner table con­ 
versation while she works. 
“An electric skillet will do 
the job nicely, too,” Judy com­ 
mented. 
“Sukiyaki must be cooked in 
small 
quantities 
and served 


batch at a time and serves her 
guests; then the second batch 
is made and each guest re­ 
ceives a second helping. At this 
time the hostess herself may 
eat. 
The meat is browned quickly 
first; then the vegetables are 
added in the order 
of their 
cooking time. Each batch takes 
about 20 minutes to prepare. 


THE MEAT and vegetables 
are cooked in soy sauce and 
sugar. Sake, a Japanese r i c e 
wine, is added at the end of 
the cooking period and 
t h e 
Sukiyaki is served over boiled 
rice. 
“It is best to use Japanese 
soy sauce,” Judy emphasized, 
“as it is 
milder 
than 
t h e 
American variety.” 
“If an American-made s o y 
sauce is used, cut down on the 
quantity,” she added. 
Judy uses shirotaki noodles 
in her recipe. Her husband, 
who is a pilot with American 
Airlines, occasionally flies to 
Hawaii with the Air Guard and 
p i c k s up these and o t h e r 
Japanese supplies for his wife. 
“They are soft potato noodles 


that look like spaghetti except 
t h a t they are almost trans­ 
parent,” Judy explained. 


“You can probably obtain 
them at a Japanese food shop,” 
she said, “or they 
may 
be 
omitted from the recipe en­ 
tirely.” 


“THAT’S THE beauty of this 
recipe,” she 
continued, 
“be­ 
cause you can omit the ingred­ 
ients that you don't care for 
and add others that you like.” 
The secret to expert Japan­ 
ese cookery is quick cooking, 
since the vegetables should re­ 
main a little crisp. This dish is 
so full of flavor and virtually a 
meal-in-one that salad is all 
that is needed as an accompa­ 
niment. Judy either serves a 
tossed salad or an orange jello 
mold. 


If she serves the tossed salad 
she often serves orange sherbet 
for dessert. If she uses 
the 
orange mold as the salad, she 
will usually serve dessert, such 
as a Vienna Torte, later in the 
evening. 
The molded salad combines 
orange Jello and orange sher­ 


bet with whipped cream and 
mandarin oranges 
in 
a ring 
mold.

Know your character, how he sees

“I love the experience and 
magic of the theatre. It’s so 
soul-satisfying. I like the inti­ 
macy and the harmony of the 
theatre.

Rehearsal - - Trial for Play> 
Trauma for the Director

It’s only a rehearsal, but 
with less than one week to go 
before the first performance, 
the cast and crew of Arlington 
High School’s winter play, “A 
Thurber Carnival,” know the 
importance of making it as 
good as possible. 


But. as any amateur thespian 
can tell you. these rehearsals 
are bound to be filled with 
many small crises and last 
minute changes. 


The music starts—and stops,

As the first act ends, the 
director calls out a 
‘lights 
fade.’ The stage instantly goes 
black. “I said fade! Try it 
again!” 
Over-a n x i o u s stage crew 
members hurry on stage to 
get the furniture and props 
moved before the curtain opens 
for the next scene. 
The second scene has a bad 
start as one of the actresses 
forgets her lines and is given 
her cue from her fellow on­ 


stage actor. The only trouble 
is that he gives her the wrong 
cue. 


A TARDY PROP is delivered 
on stage by one of the crew 
members as the director gives 
her a questioning glance. 
A council goes on between 
the director and the musicians 
and between the musicians and 
the musicians as the action 
continues on the stage. 
By now the director is be­ 
ginning to get a bit disgusted 
at the delays and frustratingly 
tries to get the proper mood 
out of one of the junior thes­ 
pians. 
“Oh, that’s wonderful!” she 
exclaims sarcastically as one 
of the actresses forgets her 
line. And a request by one of 
the cast members for a school 
desk on stage, evokes a re­ 
sponse of “Oh, no! We don’t 
want this to look like Dist. 
214!” 
LATER, d u r i n g the re­ 
hearsal, as the lights fade out 
at the end of a scene, a stifled 
cry echoes through the audi­ 


torium.

on 
quickly revealing a lone actor 
on stage holding his broken 
glasses in two separate parts. 
Within five seconds the stage 
is swarming with cast and 
crew members on their hands 
and knees searching for the 
lost lens.

on the stage. The firector re­ 
minds them that they must be 
serious, as she herself is con­ 
vulsed in laughter in the cor­ 
ner.

call, hoping that the audience 
will have as much fun seeing 
“A Thurber Carnival” as they 
have performing it.

“Before I thought we were for 
the United States, but know I’m 
not so sure. I was here when 
Sweden took a definite stand 
against Viet Nam, so I know 
only about as much as everyone 
else does,” she added. 
THE WAR in Viet Nam is 
pulling America down in the 
eyes of all of the countries of 
the world, according to Eta, but 
if it ends soon the United States 
may again improve its interna­ 
tional image. 
“I am against the war in 
Viet Nam myself,” said the 
Swedish foreign exchange stu­ 
dent, “but I am against the 
spread 
of 
communism 
even 
more, so it is r a t h e r hard 
to say which action is right.”

What is it like to teach 
a 
classroom of high school stu­ 
dents, and how do you control 
them? These are two of the 
questions that will be answered 
as Forest View High School 
holds its second annual Student- 
Teacher Switch Day Feb. 29. 
The “Switch Day” is a project 
of the Future Teachers of Amer­ 
ica (FTA) club, sponsored by 
M i s s 
Rosemary 
Chilstrom, 
math teacher. 
To participate, a student must 
fill out an application stating 
what subject and what class he 
would like to “teach.” 
THE APPLICATIONS a r e 
then given to the department 
the student wishes to work in. 
Students chosen to teach will 
be given one or two classes in 
which to try their hand. The 
respective department chairmen 
will decide which periods the 
students will be teaching. 
Each class will be supervised 
by a teacher from another de­ 
partment. giving the student al­ 
most complete control of his or 
her class. 
Junior Caroline C o I b e c k, 
chairman of the “Switch Day,” 
said that the FTA has about the 
same amount of participation in 
their project this year as it did 
last year 


Saturday, Feb. 24 at Wheeling. 
Those students with above 
average grades or ability are 
advised to take the test. 
The test consists of general 
subjects, English, math, social 
studies, and science. Cost of the 
test is $1.50. 
STUDENTS scoring high on 
the test become semi-finalists 
for th e NMSQT scholarship. 
About 14,000 semi-finalists take 
further tests to place as finalists 
in the competition. 
Some 40,000 students who just 
miss 
becoming 
semi-finalists 
receive letters of recommenda­ 
tion. These letters are helpful 
in obtaining financial assistance 
from individual colleges. 
“If any are interested they 
should register in the counseling 
office, and obtain a booklet ex­ 
plaining the test,” commented 
Donald Henne, director of test­ 
ing at Wheeling High School. 
The SAT test date is schedul­ 
ed for 8 a.m. Saturday, May 6 
at Wheeling. Juniors are advis­ 
ed to take the test on this test 
date for early admission into 
college. Seniors may also take 
the test. 
SAT test is divided into three 
parts: Scholastic Aptitude test; 
Achievement test; and Advanc­ 
ed Placement test. Most stu­ 
dents take the first two tests as 
juniors and the third as seniors. 
Many private Midwestern col­ 
leges require the SAT tests for 
admission. Students s h o u l d 
learn which tests are required 
at the respective universities 
they plan to attend, Henne ad­ 
vised. 
Anyone wishing to take this 
test should sign up in the 
counseling office and obtain a 
registration blank before April 


6 . 
THE COST of the SAT is $5, 
and the achievement test is 
$7.50. The money and registra­ 
tion blanks are sent to the test­ 
ing company before the test is 
administered. 
ACT test is scheduled for 8 
a.m. Saturday, May ll at For­ 
est View and Prospect high 
schools. 
State colleges and universities 
require the ACT test for ad­ 
mission. Anyone who would like 
a state scholarship or who qual­ 
ify for financial aid must take 
the test.

A new idea in driving educa­ 
tion has been adopted by High 
School Dist. 214. It is a four- 
phase course for juniors con­ 
sisting of classroom, simulator, 
range driving and behind-the- 
wheel 
or 
on-the-road 
experi­ 
ence. 


THE JUNIORS are complet­ 
ing the classroom phase now 
and will be rotated through the 
other three phases. Simulator 
films will introduce them to sit­ 
uations and develop good habits 
and attitudes. 


The 
range 
will 
p r o v i d e 
sheltered conditions for develop­ 


ing the skill and finally the stu­ 
dent will be put on the road. 


Range driving is a relatively 
new concept in driver educa­ 
tion developed IO years ago at 
Michigan State University. The 
program has been introduced in 
various parts of Northern Illi­ 
nois. This is the first year it will 
be used in Dist. 214. 


THE RANGE allows students 
to drive a car by them selves 
in an area of controlled situa­ 
tions and conditions. 
The in­ 
structor 
gives 
directions 
by 
radio to the drivers. 


As many as ten cars will be 
on the range at once in order 
that real driving situations be 
simulated. 


The rapidly increasing num- 
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bers of students who wish to 


take Driver Ed has created a 


need for a more efficient means 


of training young drivers. 


Estimated 
attendance 
last 
summer in driving courses was 
1,000. 


“With this new plan, we will 
accommodate 60 students per 
period instead of the two to six 
that we used to handle,’’ Bill 
Beckman, athletic director, said. 


A team of six teachers will 
manage 
the 
various 
phases 
where before only one or two 
would operate during a period. 


Although 
on-the-road 
time 
will b*e cut from six hours to 
IV2 , students will receive the 
equivalent 
amount 
of driving 
experience. 
T i m e 
previously 
spent on the road for develop­ 
ing and practicing various skills 
will now be spent on the range.

Today there is 
a shortage of veterinarians, which promises to continue and 
grow in the years to come unless educational facilities are 
expanded. Every veterinarian must have at least two years of 
college and four years of veterinary medicine. Many have as 
much as five years of college, however, this is often due to the 
lack of adequate facilities to handle the growing number of 
students who wish to enter this field. Indeed, many a student 
has entered the field of veterinary medicine, however, many 
more will be needed in the next few years. 
In research and practice, small animal medicine has made I 
great strides.

THE NEW CHANGES, man­ 
datory by the fall of 1969. in­ 
clude: 
—Spending $3.25 per pupil for

—Reduction in the teacher 
classload from 170 students per 
day to 160. 
—Mandatory provision for an 
assistant principal for every 
school with more than 500 stu­ 
dents and two assistant princi­ 
pals for every school enrolling 
more than 1.000.
